CES POR ORIENTATION TO BE PREPARED POR HAWAII. JAPANESE 
FUNDING MAY BE AVAILABLE, ACCORDING TO JAPANESE CONTACTS 
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(HOMMA FOR ONE) OF AMERICAN STUDIES SUBCOMMITTEE. 

U.S.-JAPAN CULTURAL ASSESSMENT: AMERICAN SIDE WILL WISH

CONSIDER AN INCREASING PROBLEM AND LEAVE DOOR OPEN 
FOR WHATEVER RESPONSE DEVELOPS, IF ANY. 

ORGANIZATIONAL CHANGES: U.S. SIDE INCLINED TO SEE VALUE 
IN NUMBER OF RELATIVELY MINOR CHANGES IN FORMAT OF JOINT 
COMMITTEE AGREEMENT, TO BROADEN MEMBERSHIP ELIGIBILITY, 
PROVIDE FLEXIBILITY TO REFLECT EXPANDING ACTIVITIES.

HERE INFORMED OF SUBSTANCE THIS MESSAGE. NO OBJECTION 
PASSING TO GAIMUSHO AND WOULD WELCOME ANY COUNTERPROPOSALS 
THEY MIGHT HAVE. INGERSOLL
